Indira Gandhi had spent the morning 
with two of her grandchildren. It was 
time to leave her bungalow and stroll the 
hundred yards or so through the garden 
to her office, where actor Peter Ustinov 
waited to interview her for a television 
documentary. As Mrs. Gandhi and her 
security men approached the gate 
between the residential and working 
side of her compound, they saw the fig- 
ure of Beant Singh, a trusted member of 
her bodyguard for nearly eight years. He 
drew a revolver and fired five shots into 
Mrs. Gandhi. The constable snapped 
down the muzzle of his gun and sprayed 
her with bullets. The prime minister spun 
around with a quiet little gasp, and 
crumpled to the ground, her sari already 
soaked with blood.

She works at the middle 
school in the morning and at the high school in the afternoon. She takes 
care of everything from minor aches and pain to more serious injuries 
suffered in gym and sports.

Mr. Harswick taught world stu- 
dies to the sophomores. He took his 
students through our world, experi- 
encing wars and treaties and ways 
of life different from our own.

Earth Science was taught by Mr. 
Dennis Briggs and was a required 
class for all freshmen. One test that 
will be remembered for quite a 
while occured in this class. Stu- 
dents were locked out of the class- 
room until the tardy bell rang. They 
were then allowed to enter the 
clcissroom where they received 
their test and got their first look at 
the rocks they must name from 
specimens placed throughout the 
room. They also learned about our 
atmosphere and the weather we 
exfierience each year. 

Mr. James Mahoney taught biol- 
ogy to the sophomores and ad- 
vanced biology to some seniors. 
In biology, they learned about the 
evolution of man and the other 
forms of life around us. They disco- 
vered the cell and various systems 
throughout the human body. 

In advanced biology, students 
explored genetics and embryology. 
They began the class with five 
weeks of films from the "Bro- 
nowski Series", in which a short 
bald man, who has great taste in 
clothing (especially ties) explained 
the mysteries of science. In another 
film, the students got to experience 
the live birth of a baby, which is 
very educational. They also got to 
dissect a cat and did project reports 
on their own near the end of the 
year. 

Mr. Mike Partington taught 
three science classes: basic 
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science, chemistry and physics. In 
basic science, students explored the 
fundamentals of science. Chemis- 
try and physics provided many 
students with extra challenges in 
their lives. In chemistry, the stu- 
dents discovered the make-up of 
materials-chemicals. They learned 
formulas that helped them to use 
these chemicals. The “ amateur 
chemists" also found themselves in 
a trust-oriented situation with lab 
partners. You could not blow up the 
lab! In physics you learned how to 
deal with matter and energy, and 
how they interact. They also 
learned how to flunk tests and live

Four art courses are taught at 
Johnston ...Art I, Art II, design, and 
photo arts. All were taught by Mr. 
Jack Noah. 

Art I stressed the fundamentals of 
art This class gave the student a 
chance to explore several areas of 
art such as figure drawing, lands- 
capes, colors, and working with 
clay. In this class you also learned 
some art history. 

Art II is somewhat repetitive of Art 
I. It reemphasized the fundamen- 
tals of art but also, it lets the stu- 
dents begin to develop their own 
ideas. They got a chance to express 
themselves more and used more 
types of media. 

Design was a class for students 
who had a lot of creativity. Some 
say it was the best class because it 
really allowed you to go your own 
way. Of course, there were struc- 
tured assignments, but there was 
more freedom to approach the sub- 
jects on an individual basis. 

As the name suggest, photo arts 
taught the principles of basic pho- 
tography. The students worked in 
several areas; they learned about 
the camera, how to make and 
develop the negatives and of 
course, how to take good pictures. 
They experimented with different 
subjects such as still life, portraits, 
the outdoors and candids. These 
students helped supply the annual 
staff with photos. 

Art is a special way of expressing 
one’s feelings just like writing, 
dance or music. It also is a skill 
which takes years of practice to 
develop just like a sport 
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INDUSTRIAL ARTS: Where did Mr. 
Whitaker used to teach? 




There was a new addition to the 
Johnston High School staff last 
year - Mr. Tony Whitaker. He was 
the Industrial Arts instructor. He 
was responsible for teaching 
Woods I and II, mechanical draft- 
ing, Metals I and II, and construc- 
tion. 

In Woods I, each student learned 
the fundamental understanding of 
wood. They also learned how to 
use the basic tools and safety 
equipment needed for wood pro- 
jects. This education was furthered 
in Woods II. The students were 
taught about the materials and 



processes used in wood industries, 
and there was a special emphasis 
placed on problem solv- 
ing. 

Metals I and II were taught, basi- 
cally, the same way as Woods I 
and II. The difference, of course, 
w<is that the students studies were 
concentrated in the area of metal 
work. 

Students in the mechanical 
drafting class learned the applica- 
tion of drafting practices. They also 
were taught the techniques used in 
manufacturing industries. 

Construction class stressed the 
fundamentals of material pro- 
cesses and products, which are 
used in the conduction industries. 
The students also worked with the 
basic tools necessary for the pro- 
duction of small buildings. 

The industrial art courses offered 
atJ.H.S. provided the students with 
a taste for careers that involve work- 
ing with their hands to create 
buildings and machinery. The 
mechanics, drafters, and builders 
of today are the backbone of our 
American industries.
